in 1919, 
He said the district was 
paying $20,776.40 in county taxes 
when the county Improvement pro­ 
gram was begun. 
For the fiscal year 1922-23, the 
district paid $44,9 8 2.8 7, or an in­ 
crease a $24,206.8 7. 
Irwin point­ 
ed out that the average princi­ 
pal payment on the harbor bonds 
is $20,000, with an average year­ 
ly interest charge of $11,000, or 
a total annual charge against the 
bonds of $31,000, leaving the coun­ 
ty at large carrying only $6,793.53, 
He estimated that w'ithin ten 
years the harbor district taxes 
would 
be $112,455, an increase 
over 1919 of $91,679, sufficient to 
tak e care of principal and inter­ 
est on an increase of $1,500,000. 
“Big opportunities 
are k nock ­ 
ing at our door," said T. B. Tal­ 
bert, of Huntington Beach, chair­ 
man of the board of supervisors, 
as be declared his belief that his 
home city would cast a 100 per 
cent vote in favor ol the bonds. 
Other Counties Interested 
R. L. Bisby, of Santa Ana, as­ 
serted that residents of Riverside 
and San Bernardino counties ap­ 
parently were more alive to the 
possibilities of the 
harbor and 
more k eenly interested in its de­ 
velopment than many residents of 
Orange county. 
“Orange County Harbor in time 
will equal that at San Pedro,” 
was the comment of L. F. Coburn, 
of Orange.

Enlarged popu lations hav e a special at­ 
tractiv eness for realty operators and for chamber 
of commerce statisticians. For certain others these 
afford a food for nightmares. 
They forev iew a 
cannibalistic stru ggle for existence, a mad combat 
with disease, a continu ed world war or a u niv ersal 
pov erty. 
Happily for the most of u s, ev en those who dwell 
on su ch figu res of popu lation, the problem is not 
one either for pointing with pride or v iewing with 
alarm. 
The world growth is inev itable, the ad­ 
v ance in real estate prices in general is inev itable, 
the stru ggle for existence is inev itable, the danger 
of disease and war, and the increased happiness also 
that comes from greater popu lation, are equ ally a 
part of the scheme of things. 
What this certainty of greater popu lation 
will 
mean, for intelligent men, is rather a demand on 
their capacity for organization.

there is a horror in the massing of men, for others, 
an equ al horror of the “great open spaces.” 
In

The election of Magnu s Johnson 
in Minnesota demonstrates 
that 
the radical reaction of 1922 still 
exists and mu st be reck oned with 
by politicians in their plans 
for 
1924. It is already ev ident 
that 
the politicians 
themselv es u nder­ 
stand this. The v ery personal in­ 
congru ity of Johnson in the senate 
fu rther 
emphasizes 
the signific­ 
ance of his election. In normal 
times it wou ld hav e been impossi­ 
ble. 
The immediate cau se of the elec­ 
tion in Minnesota was, of cou rse, 
the price of wheat. The farmers on 
election 
day 
were 
harv esting 
wheat, which 
they 
k new 
they 
wou ld hav e to sell for less 
than 
it cost them to produ ce it. Su ch 
a situ ation always fav ors the ou ts 
and Is bad for the ins. Gov ernor 
Preu s, wh'le an orthodox regu lar 
in political affiliations, is an ad­ 
v anced progressiv e in policies. He 
proposes 
real 
and 
constru ctiv e 
remedies for the situ ation of the 
farmers, bu t lie is actu ally in office 
and these remedies hav e not 
im­ 
prov ed the price of v .heat. 
Johnson 
proposes 
impossible 
remedies, bu t being ou t of office 
he does not hav e to stand 
the 
test of resu lts. So the ou t wins on 
a protest v ote, on a hard times 
issu e. 
*

The only national importance of 
this election is its immediate 
ef­ 
fect on the senate’s majority and 
its 
possible 
reflection on 
next 
year’s presidential situ ation. With 
Johnson In the senate, there is no 
longer a work ing Repu blican ma­ 
jority. In fact, there can be no 
majority in the senate, except by 
a combination of blocs. 
The situ ation obv iou sly 1 mots 
the Democratic party to i 
late 
a radical candidate 
in ot 
mak e that party the organ of the 
radical rev olt. If it were left to 
the Democratic v oters that candi­ 
date wou ld be Henry Ford, bu t the 
Democratic 
politicians 
will 
u n­ 
dou btedly stack the conv ention so 
as to mak e Ford's nomination im­ 
possible, 
ju st as the 
Repu blican 
politicians stack ed the conv entions 
of 1912 and 1916 to mak e Roose­ 
v elt’s nomination impossible. Un­ 
der the Democratic two-thirds ru le, 
this is ev en easier in a Democratic 
conv ention. Then the obv iou s pol­ 
icy wou ld be to su bstitu te 
some 
regu lar Democrat nearly as radical 
as Ford, so as to prev ent any ef­ 
fectiv e third party mov ement. The 
only trou ble is that nobody k nows 
the name of a conspicu ou s Demo­ 
crat who satisfies this definition. 
On the 
Repu blican 
side, 
the 
ru les of the game, if it remains a 
game, 
mak e the 
nomination of 
Harding certain. Ev en if that nom­ 
ination, lik e the 
nomination 
of 
Taft in 1912, meant inev itable de­ 
feat. And it mu st be remembered 
that after the conv ention assem­ 
bles, it is a pu re game, played by 
gamesters, who care more for pre­ 
serv ing the ru les of the game than 
they do ev er, for winning it. 
No 
one can prev ent Harding’s nomin­ 
ation except Harding himself, and 
any personal pressu re on him to 
tak e that step mu st be done be­ 
fore the conv ention 
and ou tside 
the formal ru les of the game. 
If 
Harding is nominated, the 
Demo­ 
cratic candidate mu st be a radi­ 
cal, or there will be a radical third 
party candidate, wrho 
may come 
almost as near to extingu ishing 
the Democratic 
party nationally, 
as radicalism has extingu ished 
it 
in Minnesota 
and 
the 
adjacent 
states. 
If Harding by his ow n act shou ld 
eliminate 
himself, the 
present 
program all centers abou t Hiram 
Johnson. While Johnson has 
not 
become a conserv ativ e, he has 
qu alified as a regu lar and that to 
the political insiders is ev en more 
important. 
They assu me that he 
can hold the radical v ote enou gh 
to prev ent a radical split and they 
are willing to endu re his progres- 
siv ism now tha tit is 
no 
longer 
accompanied by the greater crime 
of 
political 
irregu larity. 
“Ed” 
Smith, the old-time railroad boss 
of Minnesota, sometimes spok en of 
as the Herrin of Minnesota, said 
to me, “If Harding is rot nominat­ 
ed, I am for Johnson, as ou r only 
escape from La Follette.” 
If Johnson or some other pro­ 
gressiv e shou ld be the Repu blican 
nominee, then presu mably McAdoo 
as a progressiv e 
wou ld 
be 
the 
Democratic nominee, and the 
re­ 
actionaries 
and 
radicals 
wou ld 


progressiv es, or start third parties 
or blocs of their own. 
• 
* 
• 
A more interesting specu lation 
is whether this political break -u p 
in the northwest may not be the 
beginning of 
the su bstitu tion of 
the bloc system for the two-party 
system in American politics. This 
has already happened in congress. 
Neither party is now in power in 
congress and except for pu rposes 
of formal organization, all the v ot­ 
ing grou ps are now blocs instead 
of parties. In these radical north­ 
western 
states, 
the 
Democratic 
party has ceased to exist and the 
Repu blican party has ceased to be 
Repu blican except 
in Minnesota, 
where it has been twice defeated 
by a radical new party. The Demo­ 
cratic party su rv iv es nationally in 
three otherwise u nrelated grou ps. 
It consists throu ghou t the nation, 
first of 
those persons who 
are 
indiv idu ally “ju st Democrats,” on 
principle or tradition, or who find 
in the Democratic party an effici­ 
ent organ of protest; second, 
of 
the white v oters in the sou th, and 
third, of the Tammanized wets of 
the great 
eastern cities. If 
the 
Democrats 
of 
the 
first 
grou p 
shou ld scatter generally, as 
they 
hav e already done in the 
north­ 
west, there wou ld remain nothing 
to hold the other two Democratic 
grou ps into one party, and it wou ld 
disintegrate into blocs. 
There W’ou ld immediately follow 
a factional stru ggle for control of 
the Repu blican party, in which the 
defeated faction wou ld be su re to 
secede. The radicals hav e already 
demonstrated 
that 
they cannot 
form one third party, hu t can eas­ 
ily form 
sev eral fou rth or 
fifth 
parties. If all these things happen, 
the bloc system will he fu ll grown 
in the 
United 
States 
and 
far­ 
fetched as so startling a possibil- 
I lty may seem, it is no more than

has already happened in one form 
among the representativ es of the 
people in congress and in another 
form among 
the 
people 
them- 
I f 
selv es in a large grou p of states. I jg; 
think this complete disintegration |j 
of the party system is mu ch more ¡yj 
probable than 
the addition of an j| 
important third party to the two- I 
party system. There are either go- Jj 
ing to be only two major parties !f 
in America, oi there are going to 
be more than three, none of which Bl 
will be m the majority. 


If this shou ld happen, there is 
an interesting consequ ence which 
perhaps many people do not real­ 
ize. It is a physical impossibility 
u nder the American constitu tion 
to elect a president u nder a 
fu ll- 
fledged bloc, system. Nobody wou ld 
hav e a majority of 
the electoral 
v otes and the election wou ld reg­ 
u larly go into the hou se of repre­ 
sentativ es, where each state wou ld 
hav e only one v ote. As an emerg­ 
ency mak e-shift once in a centu ry 
this system can be tolerated, bu t 
no free people wou ld permanently 
su bmit to its regu lar u se. The par­ 
liamentary systems of Eu rope, in 
which the parties are inside 
the 
stru ctu re of gov ernment, instead 
of ou tside of it. can operate with 
three parties or with forty, bu t 
u nder ou r system somebody has 
to hav e a majority. So if this pres­ 
ent tendency toward the bloc sys­ 
tem goes on to the goal for which 
it is now headed, we shall either 
hav e to hack u p and re-establish 
th e two-party 
systems 
with 
no 
clear div ision of issu es, on which 
it wou ld not be possible to base 
two new mu jor parties, or else go 
forward and change ou r form of 
gov ernment to the Eu ropean par­ 
liamentary 
and 
ministerial 
sys­ 
tem. This may seem too startling 
a specu lation to tak e seriou sly and 
probably it wou ld be rash to ex­ 
pect it to happen so early as next 
year, bu t u nqu estionably it is the 
direction in which the 
present 
forces are drifting.
